Proposal for Executive 
Field Explained to 
Aldermen — Senti- 
ment at Meeting Is 
Unfavorable. 


The City-County Airport Com- 
mission will move immediately 
to develop an executive airport 
in Fenton if the Fenton Board of 
Aldermen approves the plan, 
Walter E. Burtelow, a member 
of the commission, said last 
night. 

‘Speaking to a reporter after 
he and other représentatives of 
the commission explained their 
proposal to the Fenton officials, 
Burtelow said bond issues to fi- 
nance the project could be pre- 
sented to city and county voters 
as early as September. The field 
would be for private planes such 
as those used by business execu- 
tives. 

“We'll have to wait and see 
what the Board of Aldermen 
does,” Burtelow said. “If they 
approve the project, we will go 
to work and put up a bond issue 
as quickly as possible. If they 
do not approve, we will just have 
to go back and see what can be 
done. Maybe we will have to 
look for a site on the East 
Side.” 

Sentiment Against It. 


The aldermen teok no action 
on the airport plan at a noisy 
meeting that attracted about 30 
townspeople. Sentiment on the 
board and in the audience was 
strongly against development of 
the field. 

Thomas F. McGuire, associate 
St. Louis city counselor and co- 
attorney for the vommission, told 
the board, in response to a ques- 
tion, that the power of eminent 
domain could be exercised by 
the board to condemn airport 
property whether or not Fenton 
approves the plan. 

“No government agency likes 
to use the power if it doesn’t 
have to,” McGuire said, ‘but 
that is sometimes the price of 
progress. 

“Our main aim is to solitit 
your support. We are here on 


the basis of public relations, to } 


see if the climate is right.” 


Only Southwest Site. 

McGuire and Erwin R. 
Breihan, an associate partner of 
Horner & Shifrin, engineering 
consultants, did most of the talk- 
ing. Breihan outlined the need for 
development of a field and said 
that the site in the northeast 
‘corner of Fenton was the only 
possible location in southwest St. 
Louis county. 

The first stage of development 
would include building, a .4500- 
foot runway in a northwest to 
southeast direction, Breihan said. 
The second stage would be con- 
struction of a 3000-foot crosswind 
runway for smaller craft and ex- 
tension of the main landing strip 
to 6000 feet. A possible third 
stage, if traffic justified it, would 


be construction of another 3000- 
‘foot runway east of and parallel 


to the main strip. Complete de- 
velopment would require 760 
acres. 

Total cost of construction, Brei- 
han said, would be $2,620,000. 
Together with land acquisition, 
the cost would be about $6,000,- 
000, and eventually the invest- 
ment in the field would be $10,- 


,000. 

Almost half the financing would 
come from federal funds, he said. 
The city and county would share 
the rest through issuing revenue 


bonds.

WATTS JR. 


MISSING SCOUT 
IS FOUND, PICKED 
UP BY COPTER 


Apparently Unhurt — 
Sought for 24 Hours 
at Beaumont Reser- 
vation. 


Twelve-year-old Robert Lewis 
Watts Jr. was found today ap- 
parently unhurt in a wooded hol- 
low of the Beaumont Scout Res- 
ervation about 24 hours after he 
disappeared from a group of 
boys on a hike. 

More than 300 persons, mostly 
Explorer Scouts, had been 
searching for the boy since 
early in the day. 

A group of 27 Scouts found 
him about a mile from the point 
where he was last seen. The 
searchers signaled to one of 
four helicopters that were aid- 
ing in the search. The helicop- 
ter dropped down, picked Watts 
up and took him to camp head- 
quarters, 

S. L. Hantman, medical direc- 
tor at the Boy Scout camp, hur- 
riedly checked Watts and pro- 
nounced him tired but appar- 
ently in good condition. The boy 
asked for a glass of soda. 

Father At Camp. 

Waiting at the camp was the 
boy’s father, who had insisted 
that Robert ‘“‘knows how to take 
care of himself when he’s 
alone.” The Watts live at 3823 
Tipton drive, Woodson Terrace. 

After. a shower, Robert was 
put to bed. It was not known 
immediately: whether he had 
slept during his night in the 
forest. 


Young Watts had disappeared 
about 2 p.m. yesterday. He was 
found at 1:45 p.m. today. 


Searchers had been arriving 
at the reservation throughout the 
day.. The Civil Air Patrol and 
amateur radio organizations sup- 
plied the groups with walkie- 
talkies. Mobile radio equipment 
was set up at camp headquar- 
ters. Searchers ran into diffi- 
cult conditions in the rugged 
terrain covered with thick un- 
derbrush and heavy forest. 
Hiked to Fire Tower. 
The boy was hiking yesterday 
with 23 other Scouts and two 
adults to a fire tower on the 
reservation. At the tower, he 
expressed a desire to climb the 
ladder to the lookout platform. 

Other boys in the group warned 

atts that several rungs in the 
ladder were broken. Then some- 
one shouted that the tower was 
going to fall on him. In evident 
fear, Watts ran into the woods. 

When the boy had not returned 
90 minutes later, the group be- 
gan to look for him. 

Scoutmaster Eugene Sorrell 
called county police about 6 
p:m. Searchers using blood- 
hounds looked until dark yester- 
day, then took up the hunt again 
at daybreak. 

Watts, 33, a sheet metal work- 
er, said his son spends much 
time alone and “‘knows how to 
take care of himself.” A neigh- 
bor, Walter Tritschler, 3819 Tip- 
ton drive, maintained the day- 
long vigil with the missing boy’s 
father. 

Robert Nichols, camp director, 
said an alarm was not turned in

(Dem.), Virginia, said, “I don’t 
know of any way the action can 
be reversed in this committee.” 


But Representative Adam C. 
Powell (Dem.), New “York, 
chairman of the committee that 
recommended the bills, said he 
still hopes for House action on 
them. 

He told reporters he is con- 
sidering taking the public school 
bill directly to the floor under 
a procedure known as Calendar 
Wednesday. This permits a 
chairman, at specified times, to 
call up any bill his committee 
has approved. The method by- 
passes the Rules Committee. 
Powell said he would not act 
until late next month. 

A bilt. called. on Calendar 
Wednesday must be disposed of 
in one legislative day, which 
could cause difficulties with 
such a controversial measure as 
the school bill because of delay- 
ing tactics perm&ted by the 
House rules,

The committee has before it 
three bills approved by the 
House Education and . Labor 
Committee. One would have 
provided for general federal eid 
for school construction and 
teachers’ salaries; another for 
long-term loans for limited con- 
struction for private as well as 
public schools, and a third would 
have provided for scholarships. 


Speaker Sam Rayburn (Dem.), 
Texas, said prior to the Rules 
Committee action that it was 
“very doubtful” that there 
would be any school aid legisla- 
tion in the House this year. 


In other action today, a new 
general farm bill was tentatively 
approved by the House Agricul- 
ture Committee. Its backers 
said its aim is to assure stabil- 
ity, reduce farm surpluses and 
save government money. 

The bill calls for a mandatory 
10 per cent cut in wheat acre- 
age, for farmers wishing to be 
eligible for benefits. It also calls 
for voluntary reductions in acre- 
age of corn, sorghum and bar- 


ley. 

It also lays the groundwork 
for programs for other major 
commodities, to become effec- 
tive only if producers desire 
them and Congress approves 
under its regular procedures. 


Ban on Job Training Bias. 


Powell introduced today a 
bill that would bar the Depart- 
ment of Labor from approving 
or sponsoring any apprentice 
training program in which dis- 
crimination is practiced, 

The Department of Labor has 
for some years helped unions 
and industries set up programs 
designed to train apprentices in 
various crafts. Powell said in a 
statement today that Negroes 
and other minority groups are 
allowed only token enrollment 
in programs for the building, 
graphic arts and service trades 
and are virtually excluded from 
transportation and metal craft 
trades.

RED MILITARY 
RING REPORTED 
AROUND BERLIN 


67,500 Troops, 


Outside City. 


BONN, July 18 (AP)+-Soviet 
and Communist East German 
armed forces have set up a mili- 
tary ring around Berlin, sources 
close to the Bonn Defense Min- 
istry said today. 

The informants said the Com- 
munists have about 67,500 troops 
and more than 1200 tanks sta- 
tioned at a distance of 30 miles 
around the city. But so far the 
Communists have given no signs 
of closing the ring around the 
city. 

The East Germans are also 
building anti-aircraft rocket 
bases in two rings around Berlin, 
one 25 miles and the other 50 
miles from the city center, the 
sources said. Some of the bases, 
containing Soviet rockets, were 
reported already completed and 
manned by East German sol- 
diers. 

The informants gave this 
breakdown of Communist mili- 
tary manpower around Berlin: 

Soviet Army—One tank and 
two motorized infantry divi- 

sions and five border security 
battalions with a total strength 
of about 44,500 men and 900 
tanks. 

East German Army —One 
division, four regiments and 1 
battalion totaling 14,000 men 
with 200 tanks. 

Alert Police—Units of 4000 
men, 45 tanks and 108 armored 
cars, 

East German Border Police— 
Four units totaling 5000 men 
equipped with 60 tanks and 
about 184 armored cars. 

The Soviet forces were report- 
ed equipped with heavy T-10 and 
medium T-54 tanks, as well as 
heavy artillery, anti-aircraft 
and anti-tank guns and rocket 
launchers. The informants said 
the equipment of the East Ger- | 
man army is similar. 

The West German defense | 
ministry estimates the Commu- 
nists can also call upon 30,000 
militia men armed with light 
infantry weapons.

negotiation. 

The 1959 proposal included a 
possible reduction in the size 
of the Allied garrisons and an 
abatement of the propaganda 
and espionage directed from both 
sides of the Berlin dividing line. 
The proposal was put forward 
by former Secretary of State 
Christian Herter shortly before 
President Eisenhower extended 
an invitation to Khrushchev to 
visit the United States. Russia 
rejected the proposal. 


U.S. Note Longest. 

The United States note, deliv- 
ered yesterday but not published 
until today, was longer than 
those the British and the French 
simultaneously sent to the Krem- 
lin, This, it was explained, was 
because the Kennedy Administra- 
tion wanted to set forth in detail 
its basic position on the crucial 
Berlin question. But the purport 
of ail three Allied replies was 
the same, with the French note 
taking a somewhat tougher line. 

“As in the past, the United 
States Government is always 
prepared to consider in agrée- 
ment with its allies a freely 
negotiated settlement of the un- 
resolved problems of Germany,” 
'the American note said. ‘‘Such 
a settlement must be in con- 
formity with the principle of 
self-determination and with the 
interests of all concerned. 

“The United States for its part 
has never contemplated con- 
fronting the Soviet Union with a 
fait accompli. It hopes that for 
its part the Soviet government 
will rehounce any idea of tak: 
ing such action, which, as noted,

HOUSES COLLAPSE 


3 PERSONS MISSING 


PHILAEDLPHIA, July 18 
(AP)—An underground sewer 
line cracked under a row of two- 
story houses last night, crumbl- 
‘ing them and trapping four per- 
sons inside. 

Firemen early today pulled 6- 
year-old Cheryl, Daniels from the 
debris alive and in good condi- 
tion two hours after the houses 
collapsed. But her brother, 
Wayne, 9, and Jesse Robinson, a 
blind man, and his wife still 
were unaccounted for. 

Three of the adjacent houses 
fell at once and another col- 
lapsed several hours later. By 
that time firemen and police 
‘had evacuated about 12 houses 
\in the three-block area in west 
|Philadelphia. They feared more 
‘houses may collapse, The Red 
Cross gave the residents shelter. 
The area was also blocked off 
because of escaping gas. 

The Daniels’ children’s father, 
Ernest, 45, and a brother, Ken- 
neth, 11, and four other persons 
‘either got out on their own or 
‘were rescued immediately after 
‘the first houses collapsed. One 
‘of them, Mrs! Nannie Russell, 
(62, was admitted to a hospital in 
satisfactory condition with body 
bruises from falling debris.

KEDA APPROVES 
PLAN T0 BOOST 
JAPAN DEFENSE 


Five - Year Program 
Costing $3,238,888,-. 
889 to Include Buy- 
ing U.S. Missiles. 


TOKYO, July 18 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Ikeda approved today 
a second five-year plan to 
strengthen Japan’s defenses at a 
cost of $3,238,888,889. 

The 1962-1966 plan calls for the 
creation of two battalions armed 
with Nike Ajax missiles and two 
battalions with Hawk missiles. 
The missiles will be bought from 
the United States. 

The ground forces will get 100 
more medium tanks, 1000 ma- 
chineguns and 80 helicopters. 

Four 3000-ton and seven 2000- 
ton destroyers, five 1600-ton sub- 
marines and one helicopter car- 


rier will be added to the Navy, 
|which will also get 235 new air- 


craft and 54 helicopters. 

The air force’s outmoded jet 
fighters will be replaced by 
Lockheed F-104s. 


The buildup wil] increase Japa- 
nese ground force strength by 
8500 men to 180,000, the navy by 
20,000 tons to 140,000 and the air 
force to 1036 planes. 

Ikeda named his third cabinet 
since he took office a year ago. 

He brought into the govern- 
ment leaders of four influential 
factions in his Liberal -Demo- 
cratic party in a move to quiet 
rivalries in the party and 
strengthen his administration.

The proposal, opposed by the

1963--to take out such insurance 
or reinstate lapsed policies. 
The Veterans Administration 
has estimated as many as 16,- 
000,000 veterans could take ad- 
vantage of it. The provision, 
sponsored by Senator Russell B. 
Long (Dem.), Louisiana, was 
tacked on a House-passed meas- 
ure increasing service-connected 
disability compensation for about 
2,000,000 veterans. 

The bill was passed in the 
Senate by voice vote and after 
brief discussion.

A bill to provide Secret Service 
protection for the Vice President 
and the outgoing President was 
passed by voice vote in the 
House yesterday and sent to 
the Senate.

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_Text of United States Reply to Soviet Union on Berlin an 


WASHINGTON, 
July 18 (UPI). 
The text of the United States 
reply to the Soviet Union on 
Germany and Berlin: 


The United States Government 
has given careful consideration 
to the Soviet government's aide- 
memoire received on June 4, 
1961, in Vienna. It has consulted 
with its British and French allies 
and has found itself in full agree- 
ment with them. It has also con- 
sulted the government of the 
Federal Republic of Germany, 
and the other member govern- 
ments of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 

The United States government 
fully concurs with the Soviet 
government that a peace settle- 
ment is long overdue. It is clear 
from the public record of efforts 
on the part of the Western pow- 
ers to reach agreement with the 
Soviet Union on all terms of 
such a peace settlement that it 
is the Soviet Union which has 
blocked all progress. 

The United States first sug- 
gested in 1946 that a special 
commission be appointed to draft 
a German peace treaty. It has 
continued its efforts throughout 
all the intervening years but 
without avail because of Soviet 
efforts to obtain special advan- 
tages for itself and the Soviet 
bloc in any such settlement at 
the expense of a lasting peace. 

The United States government 
would like to be able to believe 
the Soviet government’s state- 
ment that it sincerely desires to 
remove the sources of tension 
between the United States and 
the Soviet Union and to proceed 
to constructive friendly co-opera- 
tion. This aim is close to the 
hearts of the American people 
and their government. 

It found its expression in war- 
time co-operation, and the Unit- 
ed States was deeply disappoint- 
ed when Soviet postwar actions 
disrupted the conditions for its 
continuation. The conclusion of 
a German treaty in peace and 
freedom and based on the freely 
expressed will of the German 
people would, indeed, allow the 
U.S.S.R. and the United States 
to come much closer to the 
attainment of this goal. 

With regard to Berlin, the 
United States is not insisting 
upon the maintenance of its 
legal rights because of any 
desire merely to perpetuate 
its presence there, It is in- 
sisting on, and will defend, its 
legal rights against attempts

Longer Work Week. 

The lengthening of the factory 
work week has helped many 
workers who were skimping to 
get along on smaller paychecks. 
More .hours worked and rising 
wage scales have brought aver- 
age weekly earnings to $94.24, 
according to the Labor Depart- 
ment. Also helping was the in- 
crease in overtime pay. 

Such increases usually pre- 
cede any general expansion in 
factory work rolls. As indus- 
trial output rises, more of the 
unemployed should find new 
jobs. 
Even this won't solve the 
over-all problem of unemploy- 
ment. 

For one thing, increases mech- 
anization is accompanying in- 
creased output. This means that 
while factories are turning 
out more goods they are doing 
so without hiring more workers, 
and some times doing so with- 


merly. 

Reasons for Unemployment. 

But the main reason unem- 
ployment seems likely to stay 
high, is that the total work 
force is growing as fast as the 
number of jobs. The total of 
the employment may be rising 
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impressively. But constantly 
more persons are entering the 
labor force. 

This is because of the big 
rise in the birth rate in the 
1940s. Each year a new batch 
reaches the working age and 
goes looking for jobs. 

The number in the labor force 
increased only moderately dur- 
ing the last decade, because it 
was fed by those born in the 
1930s when the birth rate was 
held down by the depression. 

But now, and for several 
years to come, the labor force 
will be growing fast. That 
leaves the question: will the na- 
tion’s economic growth be large 
enough to furnish all the new 
jobs needed?

KEFAUVER ASKS 
NASA TO DEFER 
A.T.& F, CONTRACT 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
Senator Estes Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, has asked the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration not to make any 
communications ‘satellite con- 
tracts with private firms until 
Congress examines the matter. 


Kefauver made public yester- 
day a letter to James E. Webb, 
NASA administrator, saying that 
it had come to his attention the 
agency plans a contract with the 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co., “the effect of which would 
give A.T.&T. a monopoly on 
space cOmmunication.”’ 


“It is also my understanding,” 
Kefauver said, ‘‘that this whole 
matter will be examined by a 
congressional committee. 


“Without endeavoring to pass 
judgment in any way on the 
merits of the case, it would 
nevertheless seem desirable that 
no contract or agreement be en- 
tered into until after such in- 
quiry has been made. This would 
appear to be particularly essen- 
tial in view of the long-range 
implications of the possible es- 
tablishment of a private monop- 
oly in this crucial and expand- 
ing area.”’ 


3 BOWLING ALLEYS PAY 
_ $700 IN BELLEVILLE FEES 


Nine Belleville bowling alleys | : 


have paid license fees totaling 
$700 ending a threat by the city 
to close them, Mayor Charles E. 
Nichols of Belleville announced 
last night at a meeting of the 
City Council. 

Bowling alleys had ignored a 
licensing ordinance, passed sev- 
eral years ago, which provides 
for annual fees of $20 for the 
first two lanes and $7 for each 
additional lane. Mayor Nichols 
proposed also that each trailer 
parked in the city be charged 
$3.45 per quarter for connecting 
to a city sewer line. 

Belleville taxpayers who re- 
cently received tax bills are 
flooding the City Hall with com- 
plaints about increased taxes, 
the mayor said. He pointed out 
that the city receives only 21 
per cent of this tax and schools 
get 67 per cent.

It was a continuation of two 
weeks of fruitless meetings in 
Washington in which the two 
sides merely repeated their pre- 
viously stated positions. 


The United States wants to 
talk about setting up a multi- 
nation disarmament conference; 
the Soviet Union wants to talk 
about the substance of disarma- 
ment, 


The general feeling in Moscow 
was that nothing concrete would 
be accomplished on disarmament 

while such an issue as Berlin 
aggravates relations between 
Moscow and Washington. 

(In Geneva yesterday, Soviet 
delegate Semyon Tsarapkin ac- 
cused the United States and 
Britain of preparing world pub- 
lic opinion for the resumption of 
nuclear weapons tests. 

United States delegate Charles 
'C. Stelle replied that Soviet 
| Premier Khrushchev was the 
only big power leader who had 
mentioned resumption of nuclear 
tests—in a speech June 21. 

(After the meeting, Tsarapkin 


told reporters that the Soviet 

Union would oppose the Western 
move to have the United Nations 
General Assembly take up the 
nuclear question.) 

The Soviet newspaper Pravda 
all but said yesterday that there 
was no flexibility in the Soviet 
position and that if the disarma- 
ment talks were to get anywhere 
the United States would have to 
change its position. 

McCloy said when he arrived 
here Sunday night that he had 
brought no new proposals.

It would shoot out 
particles (neutrons) which 
would penetrate the walls of 
buildings without blowing them 
apart. Persons inside would be 
bombarded by the particles and 
soon after die.

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The Status of Mr. Bowles 


President Kennedy moved quickly to scotch 
reports that Chester Bowles was on the way 
out as Under Secretary of State. Published 
accounts that he would be offered a roving 
ambassadorship brought White House denials 
and an immediate luncheon invitation from 
the President. After the luncheon, associates 
of Mr. Bowles said any differences with Mf. 
Kennedy had been straightened out. We 
hope so. 


The reports apparently came from excel- 
lent sources, and there must have been a 
basis for them that cannot be eliminated by 
White House action. They implied the ex- 
cuse for transferring Mr. Bowles was that he 
is a poor administrator in an administrative 
post. Mr. Bowles was represented as believ- 
ing, however, that this was a pretext for re- 
moving him from the field of policy-making. 

It is particularly disturbing that the story 
about Mr. Bowles should be linked with the 
rumored resignation of Allen Dulles, head of 
the Central Intelligence Agency. As Marquis 
Childs reported, if Mr. Bowles and Mr. Dulles 
were to go at the same time “it would convince 
conservatives that the President was trying to 
steer a middle course between ‘liberal’ and 
‘hard-line’ factions in the shaping of foreign 
policy.” 

Mr. Bowles and Adlai Stevenson, United 
States Ambassador to the United Nations, 
take a view of foreign affairs that is op- 
posed by certain conservative elements in 
Congress and the State Department. Mr. 
Bowles properly opposed sending United States 
troops to Laos, despite the fact most Admin- 
istration leaders favored intervention. He was 
right in opposing the Cuban invasion. He is 
right in advocating negotiations over Berlin. 
And he and Mr. Stevenson are right in their 
concern over our dead-end China policy. 


But there are powerful groups who think 
Mr. Bowles is wrong. Could it be that these 
groups demanded the sacrifice of Mr. Bowles 
in return for the resignation of Mr. Dulles, 
whose retirement has been forecast ever since 
the Cuban fiasco? Mr. Dulles has extremely 
influential conservative friends in Congress; 
have they been demanding Mr. Bowles’s 
removal? 

Were President Kennedy to accede to such 
a deal, he would go far toward convicting his 
Administration of being a mere policy broker 
between contending points of view, with no 
basic philosophy of its own. Mr. Bowles is 
not necessarily the best man available for 
purely administrative duties, but his ideas are 
badly needed in the Administration and so is 
the whole liberal view of foreign policy which 
he represents. Displacing him because his 
views are unpopular with conservatives would 
be weak-kneed surrender. 


Tool for Development 


Under the fair employment practices bill 
now on Gov. Dalton’s desk, the Missouri Hu- 
man Rights Commission faces a tremendous 
responsibility. The bill authorizes this state 
agency to use persuasion and conciliation— 
and law enforcement as a necessary last re- 
sort—to end “a general pattern of discrimina- 
tion in employment” in Missouri. Since the 
Commission itself reported on this pattern 
late last year, nobody knows the measure of its 
task more than the Commissioners. 

The pattern of discrimination is illustrated 
statistically in the commission’s report. The 
ease for ending job discrimination is not en- 
tirely statistical. But aside from the humani- 
tarian and democratic principles involved, 
there is an economic fact to be faced. Ne- 
groes make up a growing part of Missouri’s 
labor force. Missouri cannot make thorough 
economic progress without employing them. 
Moreover, employment reduces poverty and 
the slums and troubles that poverty breeds, 
including high public welfare payments. 

This was the logic that led the Missouri Sen- 
ate to pass the FEP bill by 27 to 4 and the 
House to act by 117 to 14. These overwhelm- 
ing votes show that the legislators understood 
that discrimination is bad business for the 
whole state as well as for the affected mi- 
norities. The Dalton administration is whole- 
heartedly committed to aiding Missouri’s eco- 
nomic development. The FEP bill offers an- 
other tool for the program. 


Peace at the Missile Bases 


Labor, management and the Administration 
all deserve a hand for reduction of work 
stoppages and other harmful practices that 
hampered the missile base program for 18 
months. Man-days lost averaged 7000 per 
month last year but only 34 in May and 312 
in June. More than 1,000,000 man-days were 
worked in June. 

Secretary of Labor Goldberg is to be com- 
mended for developing and implementing the 
plan that set up a commission, representing 
all parties and including panels at each pro}- 
ect, to handle disputes. Had this failed, the 
recourse would have been to new legislation 
by Congress, It is regrettable that the laxity, 
greed and confusion were not rooted eut 
sooner. Vital defenses fell months behind 
schedule in some instances and our sense of 
national purpose was blunted. 


Reform for the Schools 


The new St. Louis School Board evidently 
is preparing to do what it can to make the 
system's creaky administrative apparatus 
function more effectively, and that is all to 
the good. In the long run it should permit 
more efficient use of the citizen’s tax contri- 
bution, and that in turn should lead to better 
schooling for all the children, which of course 
is the Board’s prime function. 

At present the schools here are operated 
not by one executive, as in every other system 
in the state, but by four potential executive 
competitors topping four separate organiza- 
tional pyramids. This is an invitation for 
politically-minded Board members to meddle 
in day-to-day administration, playing off one 
executive against another or one faction of 
the Board against another, In the in-fighting, 
the needs of the children y are ignored. 

What the Board really should have is au- 
thority to combine all the pyramids into a unit 
headed by a Superintendent who would oper- 
ate under the Board’s direction, much as the 
Chief of Police functions under the Police 
Board. Unfortunately this simple solution 
requires approval by a Missouri Legislature 
which has permitted St. Louis’s ward-oriented 
legislative delegation to veto all efforts at 
change. The more complicated and cumber- 
some the system, the better the politicians 
like it. 

The Board is powerless to do away with

the various departments, but it can require 
that its executives report to it through the 
Superintendent of Instruction and assign him 
supervisory authority over the other depart- 
ments. This is the aim of the rule change 
proposed by James S. McClellan and evidently 
supported by the Board’s reform-minded 
majority. Properly carried out it should put 
the emphasis of school activity whére it be- 
longs—on the children rather than on the 
patronage needs of Democratic and Repub- 
lican precinct captains. 


And if that is what the people want they 
will have to be mighty selective in the future 
about the candidates they elect to the Board. 
The first time the politicians climb back in 
control at 911 Locust street the McClellan 
rules most likely will be discarded. 


Not for a Pavlov Reaction 


Whatever President Kennedy may decide to 
do about calling up reserves, we trust he will 
not permit the stresses of the Berlin crisis to 
push him into inadequately considered changes 
in basic defense policy. Instead of reacting 
to Soviet stimulus after the fashion of Pavlov’s 
dog, our military planners should make their 
decisions on the basis of cold objective 
thinking. 

Thus a recent exhibition of new planes by 
the Soviets in Moscow has already led to calls 
for a great step-up in our own bomber Cc 
tion.. Senator Symington says the fly-over 
shows the United States has been “hood- 
winked” into tapering off manned-aircraft 
development while the Russians went ahead 
with it. 


But it is also possible that this fly-over is 
itself an effort to “hoodwink” us into some- 
thing else. After Moscow’s big air show in 
1955, for example, many persons in the De- 
fense Department and Congress concluded that 
Moscow was on a big-bomber building spree, 
and urged a step-up in our own plane produc- 
tion tomatch. The predicted swarms of Soviet 
bombers did not materialize, but a surprise in 
the form of a formidable Soviet lead in mis- 
sile development did. 


Surely it is a mistake to decide whether we 
should stress missiles or planes on the basis 
of what the Russians wish to show the world 
at public exhibitions. President Kennedy 
and Defense Secretary McNamara, confront- 
ing a recent House vote for $500,000,000 more 
than they want to spend for bombers, as well 
as an almost open Air Force campaign for a 
bomber step-up, must base their difficult de- 
cision on a more substantial foundation—the 
long-range best interests of the nation as a 
whole. 

Although missiles are now being criticized 
by bomber supporters as unreliable, no real 
proof has been presented. The Administra- 
tion should be very sure of what it is doing 
before it departs from the present policy of 
fashioning a mixed deterrent system compris- 
ing both missiles and bombers, with emphasis 
upon overcoming the missile “gap” at the 
earliest date. The over-riding objective is to 
supply a retaliatory force that cannot be de- 
stroyed in a surprise attack. 


Senator Humphrey’s Stand 


The West, especially the United States, must 
push hard and soon for negotiations on Ber- 
lin, says Senator Humphrey. Just back from 
Germany, he has taken his view directly to 
President Kennedy, Negotiations must be ac- 
companied by assurances to the West Ber- 
liners, by intensified Western solidarity, and 
by manifest military strength, the Senator 
says. But he warns: 

“There is no military answer to Berlin. War 
will not unite Germany. It will destroy Ger- 
many. The answer is negotiations.” 

This should be obvious even to Premier 
Khrushchev, If Russia does not respond to an 
invitation to a four-power foreign ministers’ 


conference, the Senator bélieves that the issue © 


should be put before a 52-nation peace confer- 
ence, as suggested by West Berlin’s Mayor 
Brandt. If no results are achieved, then it 
should be put before the United Nations Se- 
curity Council. Should this fail, then it should 
be debated in the Assembly. ; 

No doubt the Senator is freer to speak 
out than is a President who has the difficult 
task of simultaneously demonstrating our 
firmness and our readiness for a diplomatic 
solution. Yet it is well that a recognized 
voice, if a secondary one, should point out the 
necessity of a persevering effort to achieve 
a viable political settlement. 


Bourguiba Nudges De Gaulle 


Tunisia’s Bourguiba is a statesman patient 
under pressure, especially that which is a re- 
action to his desire for continued co-operation 
with France and his support of the Algerian 
rebels. He was instrumental in bringing the 
French and the Algerians together for the 
now suspended peace talks. His reassertion 
of the Tunisian claim to part of the Sahara, 
and his demand for French evacuation of the 
Bizerte naval base, no doubt were calculated 
to impress on Gen. De Gaulle the desirability 
of an early North African settlement. 

Before the Tunisian National Assembly, 


_ President Bourguiba went so far as to promise 


military seizure of a Saharan post which he 
claims under the border convention signed in 
1956 when Tunisia became independent. It is 
noteworthy, however, that he made the same 
claims on July 14, Bastille Day in France, at 
a mass meeting in a Tunis public square. The 
crowd was good-natured. Troops sent to guard 
the French embassy were not needed. And 
that may well haye been because in speaking 
of Bizerte, Bourguiba urged that French sail- 
ors not be regarded “with hate.” He added: 
“Tomorrow these same young men may re- 
turn to us as teachers and technicians.” He 
also said: 


It would help if Bourguiba also could in- 
fluence the French settlers in Algeria with 
this combination of friendliness and firmness. 
But he will not make a secret of his sympa- 
thies. He says he is ready to negotiate the 
Saharan frontier with an independent Algeri- 
an government, and to join it and Morocco in 
development of the Sahara. In the long run, 
it may be only through the good will of Tuni- 
sia and Morocco that France may be able to 
share in the economic development of the 
desert. This opportunity is not enhanced by 


the further postponement of an Algerian 
settlement.

- Day He Was Babe 


The last time he was here 
was 1952 as a guest of his good 
friend, J. G. Taylor Spink, 
publisher of The Sporting News. 
Cobb hadn't been in St. Louis 
since he hung up those flash- 
ing spikes in 1928. That year, 
at 42, he still hit .323. And at 
dinner he explained how. 


He carefully conserved his 
energy, he explained. Most 
days he would skip batting 
practice, Immediately after the 
game he would return to his 
hotel and go directly to his 
room. He'd sip wine to build 
back his strength, eat dinner 
in his room and retire early, 
propping his legs in bed while 
he read. And he'd stay in bed 
until time for a late break- 
fast. 

Cobb had good reason to re- 
member St. Louis and Sports- 
man’s Park. It was here that 
he had enjoyed his greatest 
day, his biggest series. His 
Tigers were in last place in 
May, 1925 when Detroit came 
to town. Never a power hit- 
ter, but miffed that Babe 
Ruth’s slugging was getting so 
much attention, he reportedly 
snapped: 

“I can hit home. runs, too, 
and I'll prove it.”’ 

On May 5, Cobb had “6 for 
6” here, including two singles, 
a double and 3 homers off Joe 
Bush, Elam Vangilder and Milt 
Gaston. Detroit beat the 
Browns, 14-8. The next day Ty 
tied into two more. The left- 
handed hitter smashed homers 
off southpaw Dave Danforth 
and Chester Falk, Again De- 
troit won, 11-4, 

The story that the Georgia 
Peach called his shots here 
could be apochryphal, though 
it’s probable that the cunning 
Cobb saw an opportunity to 
prove a point. The fence was 
close — there was no pavilion 
screen then — and a strong 
wind was whipping to right 
field in the raw spring wea-

STE. GENEVIEVE, Mo., July 
18—Production resumed today at 
the Biltbest Corp. after union 
workers approved a three-year 
contract and ended a 52-day 
strike marked by occasional 
violence. 

Local 400 of the United Glass 
and Ceramic Workers voted 
yesterday for an agreement that 
restores all strikers to their jobs 
with full seniority and gives 
them a union shop. These were 
the principal issues in the bitter 
dispute in which management 
imported non-union workers from 
nearby towns. 

Under the new pact, workers 
the window sash firm will also 
receive an immediate wage in- 
crease of 7 cents an hour, an- 
ather 8 cents on Nov. 15, 1962, 
and 7 cents a year later. 

Morris Eisenberg, Biltbest 
president, said another condition 
of the settlement was that he 
would not prosecute anyone for 
acts of violence. 

He said the non-union em- 
ployes he obtained in the strike 
have been released. He said he 
would try ‘‘to soften the blow” 
by adding a second shift and re- 
hiring as many of them as possi- 
ble, although they would have to 
join the union in 30 days. 

‘‘We feel that we got a good 
contract,’’ said Leo Rozier, for- 
mer state senator and attorney 
for the local. 

Bitterness in the strike came 
to a head a week ago. A crowd 


of about 100 blocked the plant | 
imported | 


entrance and kept 
workers from entering. The 
workers went into the plant the 
next morning, about two hours 
before normal working time and 
before pickets appeared. 

A crowd numbering about 200 
at its peak gathered and threat- 
ened to keep the non-union men 
in the plant. Rozier appeared 
and persuaded the crowd to 
break the blockade. 

No further attempt was made 
to operate the plant with non- 
union employes. Local 400 won 
bargaining rights last Novem- 
ber. The strike was called May 
27.

One Step Behind 
Fame All the Way 


NEW YORK, July 18. 

BACK THERE when I had hair and all my own teeth— 
back there around 1928 when a man-could go to a vaudeville 
show and have a good time at it—there was a young character 
dancer-comedienne named Sibyl Bowan, who battered at the 
doors of stardom and 
somehow never kicked 
them open. Not quite all 
the way. 

She followed Pearl Regay 
into “‘Rose-Marie” for the 
Chicago troupe, she took 
over for Beatrice Lillie, 
she stopped shows from 
here to Salt Lake and on 
into California, she was a 
kid who had everything, 
literally and professionally, 
and somehow she could 
get her hand on the door- 
knob of stardom, but it 
never really opened wide 
for her. She either took 
over for other stars or 
was sent for a big Broad- 
way job four minutes after 
they had decided whom to 
hire.

“But I have never 
stopped working, I’ve had a ball. I’ve no complaints, 
I’ve headlined, I’ve knocked audiences over, I can 
always get a job and I’m afflicted with that perennial 
ailment of show people,” she sald the other afternoon 
as we sat almost alone in the shadowed recesses of 
the Blue Ribbon. “The ailment is that you get a job, 
like it, give it your best, and all the time you are 
thinking: ‘I'll bet the next one is going to be The One.’ 
This time it could happen: people are saying I might 
be the new Marie Dressler for the movies.” 


Knowing that she never has stopped working, although 
vaudeville withered and she wasn’t always on Broadway, I 
asked her what kind of work took her time. 

“Television. I’ve been doing a lot of that,” she said. “Also, 
I haven't that curse of the young kids of today in theater—I 
don’t have to be on Broadway. I can always get an $1800 
suite on a cruise liner for free, plus my salary, and entertain 
a cruise crowd for 18 days. I can do TV commercials, One is 
bringing me in residual checks like rain.’ 

What kept her active since the '20’s, when so many were 
complaining that work was scarce? 


“It comes to me,” she said. “I believe In God and 
the human spirit and you get back what you give out. 
You know when I do the impersonations, which natur- 
ally I don’t in ‘Donnybrook!,’ that’s a character role, 
I think my way into the character and think I am that 
person and if you do that you become such, you are 
credible, you even look it. 


*‘You know I’m one of two old Irish biddies in ‘Donny- 
brook!’ It took the designer and me hours to get the right 
clothes for the part. Literally hours. I said the way to go about 
it was for me to think I was Sadie McInty. I said: “I want to 
walk as though my feet hurt. I want to sit as though my corsets 
didn’t fit any longer. 

“T wanted to sit as though the dress was so old that I had 
to guard it. These old biddies have three dresses: a dress to 
go to weddings, a dress for every day and a dress to go to 
funerals. The everyday one takes a beating. i’ll put myself in 
mind of all these things and let’s see what happens.’ I became 
Sadie McInty, whose feet hurt. I walked that way and stood 
that way and audiences believe it.” 


When did these techniques come to her? 

“You won’t believe it,” she said, “‘but I was 9 years 
old playing a page boy for Robert Mantell. I thought 
that being a girl I'd have to think and walk like a boy 
and somehow I did. That was my debut. I also was in 
company with Cyril Maude, and he taught me more 
things by which to achieve credibility. 


“Not long ago, Cyril Ritchard, when I was playing the wife 
in ‘Visit to a Small Planet,’ said: ‘Sybil, why won't kids learn 
to be it instead of sweating it? They press and overdo and 
oversmirk, instead of just thinking their way into the depths 
of a character.” 

We reminisced about the days of Ziegfeld and Carroll. 
She laughed, recalling when she succeeded Fannie Brice in 
the “Follies,” and how salaries were always a little short 
when you worked for Earl Carroll. 

“We got the point where we laughed about the money 
when we worked for Earl,” she said. ‘There wasn’t any point 
in getting indignant. He’d just laugh himself and say: ‘Sibyl, 
I'm working for my creditors and I expect to go to my grave 
doing just that. It’s no fun to pay off!’”

“Here” is a gray, 14-room 
country heme where this soul- 
searching dialogue between de- 
linquents has produced remark- 
able results in steering boys 
from paths of crime. 

The home was the setting of a 
crime that shocked the world. 
Hidden in the woods, i once 
gave seclusion to Charles Au- 
gustus Lindbergh. It was here 
Bruno Hauptmann stole and 
killed Lindbergh’s little boy, 
Charles. 

The signs of grief have van 
ished. Now there is noise of 
boys, arguing and routhhous- 
ing. They have their own grief: 
They are boys from bad homes 
who are good thieves. 

There are 19 boys now in the 
home. 


Pictures, who got his nick- 
name because of his many 
tattoos. Tony acts like a kid 
who thinks that when he 
grows up he’ll be Dean Mar- 
tin. Bill, a brooding, suspicious 
boy, ready to snap at anyone 
coming near him. Prez, a 
handsome Negro lad with 
wavy hair, fine eyebrows and 
bold black eyes. 


Delinquents—but each one has 
the chance to come out better 
than most any other group of 19 
delinquents picked at random 
from any correctional institution. 
These boys are in the Highfields 
Treatment Center where hard 
work and group psychotherapy 
are being used to handle one of 
the knottiest problems in crimi- 
nology: The delinquent repeater. 


What are the results? A study 
—covering five years and the 
lives of 240 Highfields’ boys— 
shows that 83 per cent made 
successful adjustments in the 
community. Only 41 boys failed 
to make it, and most of them 
were among the first groups at 
Highfields, a period when the 
short term treatment program. 
was still developing. The aver- 
age stay is four months. In New 
Jersey, or anywhere in the na- 
tion nearly two-thirds of teen- 

agers who put in time behind 
pele repeat crime and return to 
an institution. 


Highfields has no guards, 
fences or locks. There are no 
case histories, uniforms, lists of 
regulations, organized sports, 
vocational training, school class- 
es or solitary. 

Any time a boy wants to run 
away, he can just go along the 
dirt road to the highway at 
Hopewell, stop at the Cross 
road’s Country Store for a soda 
or hamburger, and get out on 
the road and thumb a ride. 


But it’s been months since any- 
one tried that. 

“If a boy runs away, or if he 
shows that he is not profiting 
from his stay at Highfields, or if 
his conduct here is not satisfac- 
tory,’”” says superintendent Albert 
Elias, a balding, soft-spoken man, 
‘the will be returned to the juve- 
nile court for further disposi- 
tion.” 

‘You know what that means, 
that ‘disposition’ jazz,’’ says 16- 
year-old Jim, a pimply-faced boy 
who keeps nervously tapping the 
ashes from his cigarette. ‘That 
means Annandale (reformatory). 
They take you there, they got 
the bracelets on you like you hit 
a bank or something.” 


“When I first come here,” 
says Prez, “I didn’t see any 
guards or lines. I thought, ‘I’ll

joint in one, two months.’ I 
tried it. But then I found out 
you can’t get out by being 
goody-goody. You have to prove 
to the meeting that you rea- 
lize why you got in trouble, that 
you’d know what to do if it 
came up again and what to do 
to keep it from coming up 
again,” 


The “meeting’’ is a key part 
of the treatment. So is their five- 
days a week work at the New 
Jersey neuro-psychiatric institute 
at Princeton. 

“We put them on jobs they 
don’t like,” says acting director 
John Wall. ‘‘Most of the boys do 
farm work, but we try to get 
them detailed to heaving slops in 
the kitchen or on trash and gar- 
bage trucks, or hauling laundry, 
or working on a road. 

“This is done intentionally. 
Most of these boys never had a 
real job and like most delinquents 
they think work is something for 
Squares and suckers. When they 
are made to do work they don’t 
like, it brings out more of their 


own problems and that’s our 
main interest, getting them to 
express their problems so they 
can see them and so that the 
other kids can see them.” 

After work someone is always 
fiddling with a radio, trying to 
repair it. When it works, the 
place is loud with rock and roll 
music. 

At 7 p.m., the first meeting 
begins, It’s a 90-minute session. 
Half the boys are in it, the 
others have their session at 8:30. 
Boys are not required to attend, 
but there are few that don’t. 
That could be one way to show 
you’re not profiting and end up 
back in juvenile court. 

Many of the boys are shrewd 
and wily. They know how to tell 
pathetic stories to win sympathy. 
But among themselves, when 
someone tries to sell such a story, 
the others won’t buy it. And they 
tell him. 

These boys are trying to un- 
earth truths, about themselves 
and others. For it is the meeting 
that measures a boy’s progress.

trusted with the complex busi- 
ness of analyzing behavior, 
judging emotions, unearthing 
hidden motives? 


Dr. Lloyd W. McCorkle, direc- 
tor of the Division of Correction 
and Parole, who was the first 
director of Highfields, answers: 


“The boys do not think of this 
in terms-of psychotherapy but 
in terms of discussing problems. 
One boy leaves and another 
comes in. He gets no prepara- 
tion. He can see what is happen- 
ing, and he soon gets involved, 
There are many subtleties to it 
and perhaps one of the greatest 
of these is that the boys find 
themselves talking about the 
meaning of life and their role 
in it. This would be ‘square’ on 
the outside, but here it is ex- 
pected.” 

“This is a totally new situa- 
tion for these boys,” Elias said. 
“In their own neighborhood, 
among their friends, it is diffi- 
cult to change. If a kid who is 
handy with his dukes gets tired 
of fighting, he can’t really stop 
because he’ll lose status. 

“The boy here learns that the 
best role he can take is the one 
in which he behaves and acts as 
he really is. It may be unflat- 
tering and undesirable. When the 
boys talk about this, they are 
also suggesting other courses. 
And that’s how a boy gains 
status, by trying these courses 
and trying to change. Here, you 
lose status by not changing.” 

What does this mean to a boy 
like Pictures? He sat opposite 
me, with his fists clenched. 
Tattooed letters on his fingers 
spelled out ‘True Love.” 


“What do the other guys think 


about a boy who has sO many 
tattoos?” 
“That it’s inconsiderate.” 
“To whom?”

or three every three or four weeks and they last about five 
days. I use camphor ice. Is this good? MRS. A. J. 


Cold sores are usually due to superficial virus 
infection. Camphor ice may give temporary relief.

Senate Subcommittee, Con- 


sumer Groups Seek Ways to 
End Packaging and Label- 
ing Tricks in Food Industry

ST. LOUIS HOUSEWIVES, like their sisters across the nation, 
are angry about deceptive containers for groceries. A Senate 
subcommittee has heard testimony from a parade of consumers 
who described frauds in the 10 billion dollar packaging and labe!- 
ing industry. As the first part of the hearing ended in Washington, 
Senators were almost buried in tomato sauce, tuna fish, cookies, 


cottage cheese and mints brought 


past the boiling point. 

Complaints have been made 
to the St. Louis Consumer Fed- 
eration from their member as- 
sociations, religious and secular 
women’s groups throughout the 
area. The 30-year-old federation 
seeks to keep consumers better 
informed about the products 
they buy. The federation also 
solicits the co-operation of its 
members to sponsor necessary 
corrective legislation. In the past 
they have plumped for many 
laws including the better milk 
code, the restaurant purity law 
and dry cleaning labels for tex- 
tiles. 

To find out why women were 
sO angry, we interviewed the 
federation’s president, Mrs. Jo- 
seph M. Klamon, 8007 Stanford 
avenue, University City; a board 
member, Mrs. Marion Weir, 319 
North Mosley road, Creve Coeur, 
and the vice-president, Mrs. H. 
Laurence Johnson, 4416 West- 
minster place. 


Packaging and labeling subier- 
fuges here represent a high flow- 
ering of the philosophy, ‘‘Let the 
Buyer Beware.”’ Mrs. St. Louis 
often does her supermarket 
shopping with one child at her 
heels and another riding in her 
wheeled grocery cart. But she 
must nevertheless keep her wits 
about her constantly. ‘ 


Mrs. Klamon explained that 
when shopping for toothpaste or 
olives, for instance, a consumer 
must remember that “‘large’’ 
“really means pretty small.” 
From “large,” she continued, 
olive choices range through 
giant, mammoth and colossal to 
supercolossal, 

Comparison of prices per 
pound or ounce is extremely dif- 
ficult. Not only are net weights 
printed in microscopic type, but 
they are often placed on the con- 
tainer as inconspicuously as pos- 
sible. The housewife must turn a 
heavy gurgling bottle upside 
down, sideways and back to front 
before she finds the fine print 
telling of net contents. If and 
when she locates it, she must 
then do a complicated arithmetic 
problem. Gone with the dime 
hamburger are simple quanti- 
ties like quarter or half ounces, 
pounds or quarts. That’s too 
easy. She might know what she 
was buying. If she’s a careful 
shopper, Mrs. St. Louis must 
simultaneously reach down a 
comic book for Junior with one 
hand, restrain Baby from pulling 
over pyramids of cans with the 
other hand and mentally calcu- 
late the difference between a 
tuna fish can of 9 and 4 ounces 
at 43 cents and two 614-ounce 
cans at 63 cents. She must spot 
at a glance the difference be- 
tween the full, the large and the 
jumbo half-quart, the giant half 
pint, the big two ounces and the 
king-size quart. 

As she pads through the areas 
of greatest danger listed by the 
subcommittee, the shelves of de- 
tergents, cookies, candies and 
cake mixes, further . hazards 
await her. A hardened super- 
market customer knows that the 
jumbo economy size may well 
cost more per ounce than the 
regular size. 


Half the shoppers I inter- 
viewed are so bewildered they 
don’t even try to compare 
prices. These consumers are 
doubly vulnerable. According 
to motivational research, the 
study about why people buy, 
such purchasers may suc- 
cumb for frighteningly per- 
sonal reasons: Search for so- 
cial status, ego gratification or 
search for security. Or even 
just because the children are 
whining and her feet hurt.

WASHINGTON, July 18 (UPI). 


PRESIDENT AND MRS. KEN-

Your Baby and Mine 


DEAR MRS. ELDRED: Could you discuss the various 
aspects of money which children earn? Our children had a 
chance to sell some cherries their father picked for them. As a 
result they éarned various sums of money. 

Now their father wants 
them to give up identical 
amounts from their allow- 
ance. He wants to show 
them that it takes work to 
earn money. 

The smallest boy is proud 
of his allowance and wants 
to spend his money instead 
of ours. The older children 
(more wise) pointed out 
that without working they 
would have just as much 

Ae money as before. 

— I grew up with an allow- 
MYRTLE ELDRED ance, my husband did not. 
I got a basic amount which did not take into account any 
extra I earned or got. I feel the children are entitled to a 
certain percentage of our income and, if the sum they earn 
ig large enough, should go into a special fund or, if trivial, it 
can be spent. I would appreciate hearing what you have to say 
about the advantages or disadvantages of the use of this 

extra money. — MRS. E. M. 


If an allowance is to have any value as a teach- 
ing instrument then it must be a regular sum given 
regularly. If it is subtracted from because of bad 
behavior or because the children earn other money, 
then it can no longer be managed. It must be a pre- 
dictable sum each and every week. 

All children get money for birthdays and Christ- 
mas. In this case they had an opportunity to have 
extra money through their father’s efforts, 


All such money should go into a savings account to be 
used, if necessary, for some large purchase which the allow- 
ance could not cover, for gifts to members of the family and 
friends and for saving for the future. 

The allowance itself should be large enough to allow for 
purchase of the children’s present necessities for school, 
leaving some over for spending. An allowance which does not 
take spending, frivolous or trivial or unnecessary, into account 
ig a poor allowance. That’s part of the use to which money is 
put, whether one is big or little. 


Since small children cannot earn money except by 
home tasks—and these they should do as a family 
obligation, it seems better to keep money and tasks 
separated until the child is old enough to earn outside 
the home. 

This money, like the money mentioned above, 
should not be added to the allowance but put into a 
different slot for different purposes. This will give 
children some idea of the scope of money.

There are wolverines in moun- 
tain parts of California and Colo- 
| rado. 

Trappers of the Hudson’s Bay 
‘Company gave reports of these 
‘animals in the valley of the 
| Mackenzie River during the past 
century. Their fur was, and is, 
of value, but the trappers had 
almost nothing good to say 
about these animals. They were 
described as fierce, cunning 
“enemies.” 

Present-day trappers feel the 
|'same way. A wolverine may go 
along a line of traps set for 

martens or other animals, and 
/may spring every empty trap. 
After this is done, the wolverine 
may eat the bait. 

When an animal has been 
caught by a trap, the wolverine 
is likely to make a meal on the 
spot. 

Some persons have called wol- 
verines “clumsy,” but there is 
doubt on this point. If they can 
spring traps in the way they do, 
they surely are skillful.

from the front. They may turn 
a trap over, so it will spring 
without harm. 

If there is anything break- 
able about a trap or snare (as 
a wooden part or a cord) the 
wolverine will, try to destroy it, 
after making the device harm- 
less. 

Wolverines go out to look for 
food (including grouse and rab- 
bits) after sunset. In the day- 
light, they stay hidden in their 
underground homes.
